assassinations 
of 
her chief 
< •. ocutive. 
Th e speaker compared and 
c mtrasted the attempts on the lifes of 
Li: coin. Garfield and M c K in le y, speak­ 
ing of the increasing boldness of these 
attempts, a n j tho recklessness of the 
pf rp trators, and of tho fact that w ill 
be developed 
that b ick of this la d 
(U-tardly attack stands an organized 
destructive power that must be dealt 
with. 
Views were taken of our 
nation 
of 
today,'politically, socially 
and 
relig ­ 
iously.’“'Th e B ib le is not a book of the 
pan alone, but of the future. 
In it are 
figures intended to give a description 
of political history for all future time. 
The interpretation of Nebuchadnezzar’s 
dream given by Daniel in chapter two
